the vote will have a notable effect 
on Taft partisans. It was unusual. 
Normally the defeated candidate 
sends the victor a telegram of con­ 
gratulations. 
Eisenhower did not 
wait for that. He went over to Taft 
headquarters before there was time 
even to draft such a telegram. It 
was quick and magnificent. 
Elections are not won at con­ 
ventions Eisenhower** task is stu­ 
pendous. He has to rebuild the Re­ 
publican party while he is c a m ­ 
paigning against the Democrats. 
He will have to fight an aggressive 
campaign. “ Me-tooism" would be 
of value only to the Democrats. 
This needs to be realized; We 
know very little about Eisenhower 
as a campaigner. He has not played 
any part in politics until this year. 
During the pre - convention c a m ­ 
paign. Eisenhower naturally fought 
his opponent, who was Robert A. 
Taft, but now his real opponent is 
the Roosevelt-Truman regime. 
His 
success 
in 
his 
campaign 


will depend upon what he does 
about that. Should he prove to be 
an aggressive cam paigner, he w'lll 
win over those who question his 
ability to do just that. 
Organizationally, Eisenhower has 
taken on barnacles who were not 
exactly men of his choice, but who 
developed his candidacy while he 
was in Europe He will need to re­ 
appraise that association if he is 
not to drive from him those Re­ 
publicans who are locally effective. 
His unusual and unorthodox visit 
to Taft, immediately on his suc­ 
cess, m ay indicate that he realizes 
this need and will act accordingly. 
In political terms, this would m ean 
that he would call upon those who 
had been his opponents to help him 
to victory. 


HE C ANNOT, for instance, af­ 
ford to inherit the quarrel between 
Gov. Dewey and Sen. Joe McCar­ 
thy. Such a quarrel may lose Wis­ 
consin to both of them. Nor can 
he afford to take on Dewey's dif­ 
ficulties in Indiana and Ohio, where 
Republican 
senators 
are 
to 
be 
elected this year. 
In this situation. Dewev becomes 
a vexing problem 
He has played 
a crucial role in Eisenhow er s suc­ 
cess. He has been Napoleonic in 
his m anagem ent — brilliant and 
ruthless. 
He has e a r n e d Eisenhower** 
gratitude. But he also has piled up 
a mountain of antagonism and re­ 
sentment for himself. As a m atter 
of political strategy. Eisenhower 
cannot afford to throw Dewey over 
nor can he permit Dewey to be 
his principal counselor. 
The Republican party has been 
out of office for exactly 20 years. 
ll has suffered defeat five times 
in those years. Hoover, Landon, 
Willkie and twice Dewey went down 
to defeat. 
Democrats as well as Republi­ 
cans believed that 1952 would be a 
Republican year. The Republicans 
voted for Eisenhower in preference 
to Taft because an overwhelming 
number of them believed that Ei­ 
senhower had a better chance of 
winning than Taft. 
It is no secret that m any who 
voted for Eisenhower believed that 
Taft would have made a better 
president, but that he could not 
win. 
Eisenhower, therefore, can­ 
not just be an ordinary candidate. 
His campaign must be such that 
the faith in his invulnerability is 
fulfilled.

Harmony of a kind reigns in the 
Republican party after the close 
of perhaps the most spectacular 
convention since 1912. 
Tense and hard-fought from be­ 
ginning to end. the convention, in 
selecting the Eisenhower - Nixon 
ticket, represents a revolution in 
the Republican party — the climax 
of a struggle between the “ Old 
G u a rd " and the liberal segment 
of the party which has been going 
on for 40 years without a decision. 
The younger generation of pro­ 
gressive Republicans did at Chica­ 
go last week what the Bull Moose 
crusaders of Theodore Roosevelt's 
day couldn't do. 
They won a clear-cut victory for 
progressivism within the Republi­ 
can party and didn t compromise 
at any time on any basic issue. 
Some bitterness and scars re­ 
main despite the outward appear­ 
ance of concord. The truth is that 
a well-defined movement devel­ 
oped early Friday to nominate Sen. 
Taft for the vice presidency, but 
the liberal wing would have none 
of it. They felt that to put him 
on 
the t i c k e t would 
produce 
throughout the country a confused 
interpretation of w h a t had hap­ 
pened in the convention and would 
indicate that the party had not 
made up its mind as to which 
brand of leadership or principles 
it wanted in the campaign. 
Many

of

pressed for the idea of selecting 
Taft for vice president, as a m e a ­ 
sure of unity inside the party. 
And it is known that Gen. Ei­ 
senhower didn t turn down the sug­ 
gestion. but felt the whole matter 
of

nominee should be decided by his 
associates, and particularly by the 
men who had borne the brunt of 
the pre-convention battle.

Arthur Summerfield of Michigan, 
the new national chairman, cer­ 
tainly will have his work cut out 
for him. 
He is an able, efficient 
organizer. 
His timely support at 
a psychological moment when he 


brought 32 of Michigan * votes to 
Eisenhower was the turning point 
just before the first ballot began. 
As the convention delegates de­ 
parted. thev left with more en­ 
thusiasm than this writer has ob­ 
served in any Republican conven­ 
tion for years. 
The Republican party has made 
a definite bid for the support of 
the South by receding somewhat 
from the previously extreme posi­ 
tion on the civil rights plank and 
by 
going 
“ all 
out" 
for 
st ate s 
rights, which is a bit novel for 
Republicans. 
Anyway, the chances of carrying 
Texas. Virginia and Florida now 
are believed bv the Eisenhower 
m anagers to be better than even. 
As to the South, much depends 
on what the Democrats do on civil 
rights. Can they recede, too. or will 
they go “ all out” for the Trum an 
interpretation and give the state * 
rights groups in the South a chance 
to 
secede 
from 
the 
Democratic 
party or q u i e t l y throw their 
strength to the Republican ticket? 
Certainly the Republicans played 
for the South this time, and they 
are hopeful of an unprecedented 
success in Dixie as well as in the 
North next November.

As I go back and read Ostrogor- 
sky. I find a germ of what may 
be the reason for the convention's 
durability. 
A long and vivid description of 
th# convention ends, with this com­ 
ment, on a very significant note: 
“ Yet. when you carry 
y o u r 
thoughts back from the scene which 
you have just witnessed and re­ 
view the line of presidents, you 
find that if they have not all been 
great men—far from it—they have 
all been honorable men; and you 
cannot help repeating the American 
saving

ards, of little children, and of the 
United States 
At this point, when I was teach­ 
ing a long time ago. I used to end 
the quotation It is the way of young 
teachers to be irreverent and. I 
may add. often irrelevant. Also to 
be dramatic 
Something, perhaps 
the wisdom of years, prompts me 
now to continue Ostrogorskv to the 
end: 
“ On second thought you find, of 
course, some earthly saving power. 
That is the power which resides 
in the people w ho will not vote for 
an objectionable man. The fear of 
the people is the beginning of the 
wisdom of the politicians." 
Think of that as you witness a 
convention. Back of it is much 
more ca rn reason than is given to 
most human decisions These dele­ 
gates are not all fools. They are 
seeking a wise choice because thev 
are seeking to win for their party.

DUBLIN 'INS* — An Irish uni­ 
versity professor ejaim* that a 
hot-tempered Irishman born in the 
18th 
century 
is 
the 
man 
who 
should be credited with the discov­ 
ery of the atomic theory. 
Professor Thomas Wheeler of the 
National University of Ireland says 
William Higgins, a one-time chem ­ 
istry professor, m a d e the first 
statement on the atomic theory in 
1798. 14 years before British sci­ 
entist John Dalton evolved the the­ 
ory that today in more widely re­ 
garded as the first step toward 
Horshima and Nagasaki. 
According to the Irish News Ag­ 
ency, Wheeler reached his conclu­ 
sion after years of studying Hig­ 
gins’ papers and following up oth­ 
er leads. 
Wheeler admits, however, that 
Higgins style in setting down his 
theory left something to be desired 
in the way of clarity. ‘ Perhaps jus­ 
tice would be done to both men if 
the theory was called the Higgms- 
Dalton theory,” the professor main­ 
tains. 
Exhibit number one in Wheeler's 
book-lined study at the university, 
where he is ninth in succession to 
Higgins as professor of chemistry, 
is a hook of dog - eared pages in 
which the Irish chemist set down in 
1798 his ‘‘Comparative View of the 
Philogistic a n d Anti - Phlogistic 
Theories." This, the professor and 
several other authorities regard, as 
the first statement of the atomic 
theory. 
When Dalton’s l a t e r statement 
won wider acceptance, the resent­ 
ful Higgins published a second book 
in 1814 to prove that he, in fact. 
was the originator of the theory. 
Smacking more of the true Atom­ 
ic Age this time, it was entitled: 
"Experiments and Observation* on 
the Atomic Theory and Electrical 
Phenomena." 
But either Dalton had cornered 
the m arket or the 
Irish public 
wasn’t ready for that sort of thing, 
because almost the full edition was 
sold as wastepaper seven years 
later. 
Rut, together with his scientific 
findings. Wheeler has reconstruct­ 
ed the character of Higgins, a lit­ 
tle-known figure of scientific his­ 
tory who until now’ had remained 
something of a “ Mystery Man.” 
The character that emerged, as 
if in keeping with the subject, is 
explosive. From yellowed minute 
hooks, account sheets, letters and 
diaries, Wheeler has traced the 
pattern of a life that was often 
abruptly changed bv outbursts of 
temper. 
One shows that. when summoned 
before the august Court of Direc­ 
tor* of the Apothecaries Hall, Hig­ 
gins let rip with such “very un­ 
handsome language" that he was 
fired on the spot In another heated 
moment he scribbled ‘'quack” and 
‘ obviously incompetent to judge" 
across an unfavorable review of 
his theory'. 
But four years after the last rop­ 
ers of his book were sold as waste 
paper, rest came to his embittered 
heart In June. 1825, hi* death was 
reported to his then employers, the 
Dublin Society.

At least $2 4 billion has 
already been lost from the strike. 
"This amount will rise as effects 
of the strike fan out through in­ 
dustry. Is a loss like that infla­ 
tionary? IjOoks to be just the op­ 
posite.” said Steel. 
“The long steel strike in 1937 
appeared at first to have bolstered 
business, but shortly thereafter the 
193# recession swept in. The de­ 
flationary effects of the 1937 struce 
got a big share of the blame for 
it.” 
Citing the case of a millwright 
who had lost six week* of pay and 
had to call off the purchase of a 
new 
automobile and a vacation 
trip. the trade journal said it “looks 
as though a lot of automobiles, 
refrigerators * 
and

goods 
"will be lacking customers.” 
Steel's weekly index of the na­ 
tional production rate was up two 
points to 14.5 per cent of rated 
capacity. 


These Tips Will Cut Time 
Required For Care Of Lawn 


If there is anything that gives a 
new home owner ‘ apartment house 
blues” almost before the ink is 
dry on the mortgage papers, it is 
cutting and otherwise maintaining 
a lawn for the first time. 
Viewed from any angle, striving 
to maintain a healthy and attrac­ 
tive plot of grass is not easy. But 
much of the hard work and time 
spent on lawn maintenance may be 
reduced by streamlining several 
phases of the chore. 
Streamlining often means com­ 
pletely eliminating a job. Such is 
the case with hand clipping 
of 
grass. Prepare small, symmetri­ 
cal borders of black dirt around 
all bushes, trees and flower beds. 
By having such ‘borders, it is 
possible to cut all grass with a 
lawn mower—no crawling 
about 
the lawn clipping grass growing 
next to trunks of trees and stems 
of flowers. 
Digging out dandelions is an­ 


other job which can be eliminated 
Spray dandelions with a 2-AD so­ 
lution Mix the chemical, following 
the m anufacturer s directions, in 
a gaivsnixed steel sprinkling can 
filled with water. Then spray the 
weeds. They soon wilt away. 
A galvanised sprinkling can is 
recommended because cif the ad­ 
visability of g ray in g chemicals 
carefully. Many of them can dam ­ 
age flowers and shrubbery. With 
a sprinkling can, it is easy to con­ 
fine the liquid spray to a safe area. 
The sam e procedure may be used 
for ridding a lawn of all common 
weeds 
For example, crab grass, 
long a m enace to home owners, 
may now be controlled by spraying 
it with a solution of potassium 
cyanate and water. 
Brand new on the m arket are 
chemical soil conditioner»—chemi­ 
cals added to poor soils to m ike 
them porous Mane of these may 
also be used in liquid form and 


applied from a galvanised sprink­ 
ling can. 
Whether used ta liquid or dry 
form. soil condition* show definite 
promise as lawn brr.e-savers.. They 
are easy to apply and eliminate 
the need for digging up a poor 
lawn to add peat moss and humus 
to soil. 
Time also is saved by 
using 
gTasa catchers on l a w s mow-

raking grass regularly—except of 
course, when trees start thudding 
leaves. 
Although many people believe hi 
cutting grass as infrequently a* 
possible, it usually requires less 
effort to mow grass weekly while it 
is still relatively short and easy 
to cut.
